Anecdote of Lessing. 

Absentmindedness has been fre¬ 
quently a characteristic of men of 
fame. It is to be supposed, no doubt, 
that their minds have been so wholly 
absorbed by great matters that the 
smaller, more trivial things of life have 
been considered unworthy of their at¬ 
tention. Among men of this stamp 
who have suffered in this way was 
Lessing, a famous German writer of 
plays and books of criticism. Lessing 
discovered at one period of his life that 
he was being robbed of his ready 
money by some person in his home, 
and, unable to determine who the cul¬ 
prit was, he put the servants of his 
household to a test Ity leaving a hand¬ 
ful of gold upon his breakfast table 
one morning. 

Meeting a friend, he told him what 
he had done. 

“That was risky,” said his friend. 
“How much did you leave there?” 

“Dear me!” cried Lessing. “I quite 
forgot to count.” 


Sounds Made by Animals. 

Here are the proper words to use in 
describing the different sounds made 
by various living creatures: 

The bullfinch pipes, the cat mews, 
the cow lows, the crow caws, the don¬ 
key brays, the dove coos, the duck 
quacks, the elephant trumpets, the frog 
croaks, the hen cackles, the horse 
neighs, the hyena laughs, the lion 
roars, the monkey chatters, the owl 
hoots, the peacock screams, the roost¬ 
er crows, the serpent hisses, the sheep 
bleats, the turkey gobbles, the wolf 
howls. 

These are all distinctive verbs and 
should always be used in their prop¬ 
er connection, because it would be Just 
as wrong to say that an elephant roars 
as it would to say that •» duck sings. 
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LOOKING WELL IN SUMMER. 

Keep the Hair Neat and the Face 
Hygienically Clean. 

One of the duties in summer Is to 
look cool, and no woman can look cool 
If her face is aflame, her brow sticky 
and her nose peeling. Rosewater and 
glycerin and a bit of chamois and 
powder carried in the hand bag quick¬ 
ly remove shine. 

Neat hair Is a harder problem. The 
woman whose locks are flat and 
sticky in hot weather is to be pitied. 
She need not be a sight if she makes 
the best of the inevitable. Discard 
useless curling irons and adopt anoth¬ 
er style of hairdressing. Wash the 
hair once a week to keep it free from 
oil, brush hard to further check oil 
and use a net to prevent straggling 
ends. If at night the hair is wet, tied 
with fillets and combed up between it 
will never be entirely flat. 

Summer nerves are hard to conquer. 
Heat is enervating, it is uncomforta¬ 
ble to exercise, so the liver suffers, 
and, appetite failing, digestion is de¬ 
ranged. 

One will feel much better by taking 
a moderate amount of exercise even 
on the hottest days. A walk early in 
the morning or after sunset can be 
taken without fear of prostration. Eat 
sparingly of nourishing foods and do 
not live on iced drinks and sweets. 

Excessive perspiration is a sign of 
physical weakness and should be 
checked. An ordinary amount is not 
dangerous, but can be made endurable 
by the use of talcum powder and 
sponging with alcohol. Powdered 
borax will help. 


Do You Sit Correctly? 

In the good old days a lady would no 
more think of sitting with her elbows 
on the table and of crossing her legs 
than she would of eating with her 
knife. Now such actions are so com¬ 
mon as to pass almost unnoticed. 

The girl who leans habitually on her 
elbows soon ruins them. The skin 
roughens and reddens, eventually be¬ 
coming callous and horny. Worse yet, 
the pressure of the body on the elbow 
stops the circulation and reddens the 
skin of the entire arm. 

More dangerous is the habit common 
to men and women alike of sitting with 
one leg swung over the knee of the 
other. The pressure comes at a sen¬ 
sitive part of the leg and knee, a spot 
where there are a number of large 
veins, arteries and nerves. The pres¬ 
sure stops circulation, crowds the tis¬ 
sues together and produces various ills. 

Many a woman who suffers from 
headache or numbness will find it re¬ 
lie ^ved if she ceases to sit with her legs 
crossed. The habit long continued pro¬ 
duces varicose veins. a red nose, bruised 
spots and other ills attendant on stop¬ 
ped circulation. 

It will be easier to conquer this bad 
habit if a woman makes a practice of 
sitting erect on chair or sofa with the 
end of her spine pressed close against 
the back of her chair.

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TVEITMOE AGAIN 
IN DARROW TRIAL 

Defense Fights to Procure 
Testimony Given to Grand Jury 

In obvious anticipation of the early 
appearance of Olaf A. Tveitmoe, the 
San Francisco labor leader, as a wit¬ 
ness in the Darrow bribery trial in 
Los Angeles, the defense made a de¬ 
termined but futile attempt to secure 
a copy of Tveitmoe’s testimony before 
the Grand Jury last February. The 
defense exhibited more than a little 
eagerness to gain the precious docu¬ 
ment, Clarence S. Darrow, the de¬ 
fendant, himself joining Attorney H. 
H. Appel in the appeal to the Court to 
grant the desired order. 

The action of the defense brought 
out the first public knowledge that 
Tveitmoe had appeared before the 
County Grand Jury subsequent to the 
indictment of Darrow to explain the 
cashing of the $10,000 check alleged 
by the prosecution to have constituted 
the McNamara defense corruption 
fund. 

The prosecution resisted the motion 
of the defense by raising the point 
that Tveitmoe’s appearance before the 
Grand Jury had no connection'with the 
indictment of Darrow. District At¬ 
torney Fredericks contended that the 
prosecution would be injured should 
the defense be fortified with the tran¬ 
script of Tveitmoe’s testimony and 
that if the labor leader had told the 
truth then he would not be embar¬ 
rassed if he told it again on the stand. 

After ruling tentatively in favor of 
the defense, Judge Hutton modified 
his decision, allowing the defense a 
copy of any testimony given by Tveit¬ 
moe prior to January 29th, the date 
of Darrow’s indictment. Tveitmoe did 
not testify before the Grand Jury un¬ 
til February 16th, so that the ruling 
was valueless to the defense. 

Two witnesses testified that Bert 
Franklin had said in their presence 
that the ultimate object of the prose¬ 
cution was to “get” Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor. They were F. L. Stineman, 
a hotel proprietor of Venice, a beach 
resort, and G. G. Watt, formerly City 
Clerk of Venice. 

Both witnesses testified that Frank¬ 
lin had volunteered the information 
that William J. Burns, the detective, 
was trying to break up organized 
labor by “landing” Gompers, and that 
the prosecution of Darrow was actu¬ 
ated by a desire to injure a man who 
had been a great friend of the unions. 


GRIMES AND CASUALTIES 


Albert P. Knowles, 28 years old, shot 
and killed himself at his home near 
Sebastopol, Cal. Grieving over the 
death of his mother, from whose fu¬ 
neral he had just returned, caused the 
young man to take his life. His wife 
tried to wrest the shotgun from him 
but failed.

With a “borrowed” touring car. 
Ward Hewitt, employed as office boy 
by a San Diego auto firm, drove off a 
cliff at Ocean Beach, a suburb. He 
was almost instantly killed, Ruth 
Estes and Laura Fulton, girl compan¬ 
ions, badly injured, and the fourth oc¬ 
cupant, Frank Karruth, escaped with 
slight bruises. 

Charged in an indictment voted by 
the Federal Grand Jury at Los An¬ 
geles with setting fires or causing fires 
to be started on the Cleveland forest 
reserve, E. S. Babcock, president of 
the Los Angeles and San Diego Beach 
Railway, a suburban line, and one of 
the wealthiest men in San Diego, was 
arrested by a deputy United States 
Marshal. He gave bonds in the sum 
of $2500 to appear before the Federal 
Court in Los Angeles for trial. 

Despite announcements to the con¬ 
trary, Joseph Henry Le Frenz, son of 
a San Francisco saloonman, will be 
taken to San Jose to answer a charge 
of having murdered Alonzo O. With¬ 
ers, a wealthy cattleman, in the hills 
back of Mount Hamilton, two years 
ago. District Attorney Free and Sher¬ 
iff Langford have arranged to send an 
officer to San Francisco to take Le 
Frenz, who is a 20-year-old youth, to ; 
San Jose for trial. Le Frenz has been j 
sentenced to San Quentin for seven 
years for robbery committed in San 
Francisco.

TORSO OF WOMAN 
FOUND ON BEACH 


Mutilated Body Has Not Yet 
Been Identified 

A human torso, greatly decomposed 
from the action of the water and mu¬ 
tilated beyond recognition, was tossed 
by the waves at the feet of Mr. and 
Mrs. Benjamin Wolmer on the beach 
a mile south of the Golden Gate life¬ 
saving station, The mutilation was so 
great that it was impossible to even 
learn the age of what may be the vic¬ 
tim of a murder or of self-destruction. 

As in the celebrated Guldensuppe 
case, the torso was found minus the 
head, arms and legs. It required great 
detective skill to unravel the New 
York mystery, and with so little in 
the way of a clew to make a start 
with, the detectives will be put on 
their mettle to bring to light what 
seems an almost fathomless mystery. 

During the past year at least a 
dozen young women and girls have 
been reported missing to the police of 
San Francisco. This list is being care¬ 
fully gone over by the detectives, and 
the friends and relatives of the sub¬ 
jects are being communicated with in 
the hope that a clew will be struck 
which will at least lead to identifica¬ 
tion. 

Further efforts will be made by the 
Morgue doctors to learn if the mem¬ 
bers of the body were severed or were 
worn off by contact with objects in 
the water, where the torso has been at 
least two months.

BEJLIMINATED 

Demands of Now York Musicians 
Leads to No Music in Theaters 

As a development of the strike of 
theatrical musicians in New York for 
higher pay, the ten leading New York 
theaters announce that they will do 
without orchestras during the coming 
season. Many of the leading road 
companies will also dispense with the 
services of their own musicians. A 
statement issued by the Association 
of Theater Managers, which announced 
a month ago that it would not agree 
to the demands of the musicians, says: 
“Traveling musical companies carry¬ 
ing their own musicians have hereto¬ 
fore carried on an average of twelve 
men at $35 a week, making the cost 
of the orchestra $420. Now the musical 
union insists that no organization 
carry less than twenty-five musicians 
whose salaries shall be $75 each per 
week, which would make the cost of 
an orchestra $1875 a week instead of i 
$420. Under the old scale the cost of | 
carrying an orchestra for a season of | 
forty weeks was $15,800; under the 
musical union’s new scale the cost I 
would be $75,000.” 


It is announced that Queen Victoria 
Ena is again with child and that the 
event is expected toward the end of ; 

Five children have already 
been born to the young Queen, who is 
the daughter of Princess Henry of 
Battenberg. Crown Prince Alfonso ! 
was born in May, 1907, about a year 
after her marriage to the young King.

The fourth 
child was stillborn. The fifth, a daugh¬ 
ter, was born on December 11, 1911. 

The Senate voted 40 to 34 to make 
the Panama canal bill unfinished busi¬ 
ness. This substantially refuses Great 
Britain’s request that the bill be held 
up pending diplomatic negotiation. 


CONVICTS TO 

JBE GRADED 

First-Grade Prisoners to Be 
Clothed in Citizen Garb 

Some of the convict inmates of San 
Quentin State penitentiary will very 
shortly be not oiEy permitted, but 
even compelled to wear citizen garb, 
forever discarding the distinctive 
stripes. These will be housed apart 
from the others of the prison world, 
fed apart, and will play and work 
apart. They will be convicts of the 
“first grade.” 

This, the most advanced' step yet 
taken in prison government, was de¬ 
cided upon at a meeting of the State 
Board of Prison Directors at San 
Quentin. 

The members of the “second grade” 
will be clothed in cadet gray uniforms, 
and the members of the “third grade” 
will be the only ones to retain the 
stripes. The report of the committee 
not only advocated the segregation of 
the convicts into three classes, each 
of which shall be clothed differently, 
but also advocated that a separate 
system of merits and credits be adopt¬ 
ed for each grade. 

Although the new method of govern¬ 
ment will be put into practice with the 
opening of the new cellhouse, it can¬ 
not be carried to completion until the 
two wings, outside walls for which 
have been built, are completed. At 
present there are only 693 cells in the 
penitentiary for over 1900 convicts, 
but the new cellhouse will add 800 
more. The two wings when com¬ 
pleted, however, will bring the total 
of new cells up to 1600. When that 
occurs the old cells will be abandoned 
and the buildings they occupy will be 
used for some other purpose to be 
decided upon later. 

It is the plan of the directors to 
make the segregation of the convicts 
into three classes complete; to have 
three “yards,” one for each grade; to 
have each grade housed in a different 
wing, and to have the members of 
each dine and work apart from those 
of the other two.

Fire that started from a cigarette 
stub caused a loss of $35,000 in the 
Grandin Hotel, Tacoma, in the heart 
of the business district.

GOMES TO GRIEF 


Scatter When Leader Is Sent 
to Jail 


A roving band of barefoot faith cure 
pilgrims was scattered when their 
leader, Sampson Hughes, an alleged 
divine healer, was sent to jail for 
ninety days, after he had been con¬ 
victed for cruelty to Verna Swanson, 
the 10-year-old daughter of a San 
Diego barber, who is said to have been 
compelled to march many miles over 
country roads, although her feet had 
been severely burned some time pre¬ 
viously. Hughes and his band of "pa¬ 
tients” arrived at Ontario, Cal., some 
days ago. All of the “patients” were 
barefooted, and according to testi¬ 
mony in court they had marched more 
than five hundred miles about the 
country without foot coverings of any 
sort. It was also stated that Hughes 
compelled some of his “patients” to 
take exercises in a nude state. The 
women of the party insisted, however, 
that they always retained their cloth¬ 
ing. 

MAY WALK ACROSS 
EXPOSITION SITE 

Waters of Bay Being Rapidly 
Replaced by Solid Ground 

Walking over a portion of the Har¬ 
bor View exposition site, which for¬ 
merly was filled with water, is now 
possible. This has been accomplished 
by filling in seventy-one acres of what 
is known as tide lands. A giant dredg¬ 
er has been pumping mud from the 
bay day and night for the past three 
months, depositing the mud on the 
site, whence the water flows back to 
the bay and the residue becomes 
packed firmly. It is predicted that the 
ground will be ready for building pur¬ 
poses within the next sixty days where 
has been an expanse of water from 
twelve to sixteen feet deep. 

The giant flagpole presented by the 
citizens of Astoria has been towed to 
the exposition site. It is a perfect 
piece of timber, measuring 246 feet in 
length, weighs 93,061 pounds, and con¬ 
tains 23,515 solid lumber feet. When 
the pole is to be raised and the flag, 
also a gift from the citizens of Astoria, 
will be unfurled from its lofty top, ap¬ 
propriate ceremonies will be held In 
honor of the occasion.

IMPORTANT FOREIGN NEWS 


London has the best health record 
among European capitals. 

The London Grand Opera House has 
concluded its season. Oscar Hammer- 
stein, in a speech, said his losses for 
seven months amounted to $225.01)0. 

After being attacked by a band of 
mountain Indians, and defeating them, 
600 citizens of Ixtlan, Mex„ lined up 
forty-three prisoners and shot them 
The citizen-soldiers were escorting the 
prisoners to Oaxaca to the State Peni¬ 
tentiary when they were attacked by 
the Indians. Seventy Indians were 
killed and a number ot' the escort 
party met a like fate, but none of the 
prisoners escaped. To forestall an¬ 
other attack, the prisoners were exe¬ 
cuted and the citizen-soldiers returned 
home. 

Helen Graggs, the suffragist, who on 
June 26th at Cardiff, Wales, broke 
through the police cordon and sprang 
at Reginald McKenna, the Home Sec¬ 
retary, when he was driving with King 
George and Queen Mary, was charged 
in the Police Court at Oxford, 
England, with being found in 
Nuneham Park, the country resi¬ 
dence of Lewis Harcourt, Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, with the 
intention of setting fire to the man¬ 
sion. She was found to be carrying a 
quantity of inflammable material and 
spirits. The suffragists are particu¬ 
larly incensed at Lewis Harcourt.

physical condition. He progressed as 
rapidly in athletics as in learning, and 
he is now able to duplicate the athletic 
feats of his days at the Naval Acad¬ 
emy. His mother, Mrs. H. H. Walling, 
a well-known San Mateo club woman, 
has gone East to attend him.

A new record has been made for 
twenty-four days’ harvesting by the 
Tulare Farms Company of Alpaugh, 
Cal.

The San Francisco Labor Council 
voted In favor of abolishing capital ! 
punishment at its last meeting, in- ! 
dnrsed a proposition to submit to a 
vote of the people the question of ac¬ 
cepting $750,000 from Andrew Car¬ 
negie for a public library or to accept 
any gift from him for any purpose. 
The council refused to indorse a meas¬ 
ure prohibiting all kinds of work on 
Sundays. 


A Stockton bank lost $50 by a trick 
new to the police of that city. A i 
stranger called at the bank, asked for i 
a letter which he had addressed to' 
himself, and upon getting it requested 
the clerk to cash the check it con¬ 
tained. An identification card in the 
letter showed the stranger to be Wil¬ 
liam N. Thompson, to whom the check 
was payable. It was later found to be 
a forgery. 

J. M. Higgins, foreman of the bind¬ 
ery department of the State Printing 
Office for the last nine years, and who 
has been employed in the shop for 
twenty-two years, will be out on the 
1st of next month. His resignation 
was requested by State Printer Friend 
W. Richardson, and the reason given 
was that the foremanship of the de¬ 
partment was to be abolished and all 
the departments eventually merged so 
as to be under control of the general 
foreman. 


That a husband from whom the wife 
is divorced is not absolved from sup¬ 
porting his children even though the 
wife be given the custody of them, 
was the ruling in Sacramento of the 
Third District Court of Appeal. The 
opinion denies the application of 
Smith McMullin of Sonoma County 
for a writ of habeas corpus to release 
him from jail because of his refusal 
to pay his former wife $100 a month 
alimony for the support of their two 
minor daughters. 

lhat the body found in the dredge 


pit of Natomas dredge No. 4, in Ther- 
malito, is that of G. W. Baker, who 
was butchered in Glenn County, in 
April of last year, is the theory on 
which the authorities of Butte County 
are working. Baker was killed, sup¬ 
posedly, in his camp near St. John, 
Glenn County, while he slept. He was 
supposed to have had a quantity of 
money with him. Portions of his skull 
and of one foot were found by the of¬ 
ficers, who spent many weeks in try¬ 
ing to locate the body. 

Reports that Mrs. Ben O. Tupper, 
wife of the defaulting cashier of the 
Dunsmuir State Bank and City Treas¬ 
urer of Dunsmuir, who was forced to 
resign July 1st and who later disap¬ 
peared, taking $7000 of the bank’s 
funds, had accompanied her husband 
in his flight from the law, are found 
to be false. In her statements con- l 
cerning the disappearance of her hus¬ 
band, Mrs. Tupper charges that a Sac¬ 
ramento woman—a school teacher who 
taught in the- Dunsmuir schools two 
years ago—is to blame for her has- 1 
band’s downfall. 

Selma was the scene of one of the 
bloodiest and most grewsome murders 
and attempted suicides in the history 
of Fresno Comity, when David Jack- 
son, a farm hand, cut his young wife’s 
throat from ear to ear, then shot him¬ 
self in the breast and lay down beside 
his wife to die. The shot was not ef¬ 
fective and an hour and a half later, 
when suspecting neighbors came to in¬ 
vestigate the reason for the first shot, 
Jackson placed the revolver under his 
right ear and fired again. The second 
shot is expected to prove fatal. Jeal¬ 
ousy is said to be the cause of the 
tragedy. 

The State Controller received all 
sorts of excuses from corporation at- j 
torneys for the failure of their com- ! 
panies to pay the corporation taxes, j 
which are levied by the State Board of 
Equalization. The latest and, by far, 
the most original, was received from 
a Los Angeles law firm, explaining J 
that the corporation franchise taxes 
on the Pan-American Investment Com¬ 
pany have not been paid because its 
president, John Grant Lyman, is spend¬ 
ing an enforced vacation behind prison 
bars. The attorneys say the company 
is defunct. It owes corporation fran¬ 
chise taxes for 1911 and 1912. 


Astride his favorite black mare and 
wearing cowboy chaps and a sombrero, 
Governor West cf Oregon left on his 
much-heralded 500-mile horseback ride 
across Oregon to Boise, Idaho, where 
he will attend the forthcoming confer¬ 
ence of Northwestern Governors, of 
which organization he is secretary.
